Washington, May 4.— The Dominican 
treaty m arks a new departure in the 
relations of the United States to the 
sm aller

hem isphere for in the case of Santo 
Domingo the U nited Staves now b e ­ 
comes legally a trustee In a financial 
seuse and must go so far In the p re se r­ 
vation of order and the o ccv n p an y in g 
discouragement of revolutions as Is in 
cident to the 
control of tho 
custom 
houses. 
The treaty really had Its birth In a 
revolution. 
W hile tho American gov­ 
e rn m en t was 
pressing for 
a se ttle ­ 
ment claims of its citizens In Decant- 
1 ber 1904, President Morales, beset by 
I revolutionists, in th e herm of securing 
1 tho 
moral 
support 
of

United 
St Una, entered into an agreem ent with 
! Captain 
Dillingham of the 
A m e rk n n 
j navy by which the Dominican custom 
houses were 
to be occupied 
by the 
Americana and the foreign indebted- 
* ness of the country discharged from

receipts. 
Rejected at 
W a sh in g ­ 
ton, this agreem ent gave place May SI, 
1905, to a modus vivendi which has 
operated up to this time. 
This placed 
an American collector in charge and 
provided for the deposit In New York 
of F>5 per cent of the custom f receipts 
for the benefit of the Dominican cre d ­ 
itors. 
Tho modus vivendi did not save 
Morales from political destruction, for 
he was deported by the revolutionists 
and his vice president. 
General Ca- 
ceres, installed as president. 
Rut th e 
modus vivendi 
led to the 
deposit in 
I New York 
of $3,000,000, 
which will 
now' he placed 
to the credit 
of the 
I Dominican government. 
T hat govern 
m en t has had m ore available money 
i since the establishm ent of the modus 
vivendi th an at any other tim e in its 
history. 
It also finds Itself in posses 
sion of four fine coast 
guard cutters 
built in the United States.

San Francisco, May 4.— T h e a p pe a r­ 
ance of President Patrick C alhoun and 
G en eral Manager Thornw ell 
Mullaly 
in the grand jury cham ber w as a long 
looked ifor signal that th e jury had 
reach ed Its promised investigation of 
the municipal b r i b e r y ch a rg e s against 
the United railroads. 
P r e s id e n t Cal­ 
houn and Manager Mullaly were de­ 
tained in tile grand Jury room for a 
m om ent or two. 
W hen 
they r e a p ­ 
peared >Mr. Calhoun said in a n s w e r to 
m any questions: 
“ I haxe nothing to say at this time. 
W hen I have a statement to m a k e to 
the public I shall put it in writing.” 
F ro m District Attorney T.angdon it 
was Ida rut I that 
Mr. Calhoun and 
Mr. 
Mullaly In 
turn w ere 
Informed 
briefly by Assistant District Attorney 
H eney that they were su m m o n ed to 
give 
testimony 
as 
to 
th e 
alleged 
bribery of supervisors and o th ers by 
which T r is claimed 
th e United rail­ 
roads obtained 
its o verhead 
trolley 
privileges in San Francisco: t h a t they 
were then warned that w h a te v e r tea 
tfrnony they might give m ight be used 
against them 
in a criminal 
action: 
that they were informed th a t they had 
the right to refuse to testify on the 
ground only, namely, 
th a t to testify 
m ig h t tend to incriminate them selves 
and render 
them liable 
to criminal 
prosecution, and that there u p o n each 
refused to testify at all. 
‘)We were then very careful,” added 
Mr. Eangdon, “not to put an y questions 
to th e m ” 
Asked if he meant that this refrain­ 
m e n t was for the purpose of leaving 
the field free for the indictment of the 
president and general m a n a g e r, the 
district attorney replied: 
“ YeaI may say th at it w-aa very sig­ 
nificant.” 
Proceeding on the working basis of 
the confessions before th e g rand jury 
of fourteen supervisors it is the an ­ 
nounced theory

that the United Railway spent $750,-

Ile was Recoin 
panied by Wrn. Moir, mechanical su 
perintendnt of the system, by W. ll. 
Gommoll, private secret try to President 
Elliott and general manager of tho Min 
nesota St International railroad, and E 
I), (’lark, stenographer to President. 
E. W. Backus, of Minneapolis, was also 
with the party as the guest of President 
Elliott. 
The gentlemen spent a large portion 
of the forenoon inspecting the improve­ 
ments under progress at the shops and 
also visited the hospital and tie plant. 
The party left shortly after noon today 
for Big Falls on a special accompanied 
by Supt. Strachan in his private ear. 
Tho special was in charge of Con* 
luctor Coppersmith, who will remain 
over at Big E'alls until Monday when ho 
will bring his regular train, while Con­ 
ductor Bu-h, who cam * down on No. 30, 
doubled back on No. 31 and will bring 
tho special down Sunday, reaching here 
probably about noon. 
Win. Moir, who 
tame up with Mr. Elliott, did not go 
north with tho party, but returned to 
St. Baul, going via Staples. 
When seen by a D i s p a t c h representa­ 
tive President Elliott, who was on tho 
of leaving, said th at he“had nothing of 
especial interest forgive out. 
The com­ 
pany was, he said striving to get all tho 
ontomplatedjimprovoments at tho shops 
completed this season, but such work 
always dragged. 
Tbejparty visited the 
foundry this forenoon, going over tho 
situation as to the needs of that branch 
of the work, but gave out no statem ent 
as to what was intended {regarding a 
new building. 
Tn a recent interview given the St. 
Baul Dispatch President Elliott had 
the following to say regarding the con­ 
ditions the coining summer and as to 
the possible car shortage and the im­ 
provement- in trackage proposed: 
“We are doing everything possible to 
insure good traffic facilities this year. 
The work on the double-tracking a 
> 
side-tracking is going on as rapidly i.*? 
possible, and our terminal facilities "re 
being increased to handle greater lr i 
ness. 
We are getting newjears and lo­ 
comotives as quickly as they can bo 
turned out. 
O ther preparations are be­ 
ing made from.tho resultsjjof la.-t year’s 
experience. 
“J do not lookjfor trouble fagain this 
year, either from an inability to move 
all of tho grain and merchandise, or 
from a coal shortage. 
“ Especial efforts will be made this 
year tu prevent any difficulty because of 
a coal shortage and I do not think that 
there will he any trouble from that 
source. 
The facilities in the Twin 
Cities and at the docks in Duluth aud 
other points are being greatly enlarged. 
Arrangements are being made to have 
the cars of coal deposited at various 
western stations 
without delay, and 
this summer we will do everything in 
our power to induce consumers to get 
their coal orders in as early as possible. 
If they will order their coal before the 
season opens fu r tr a n s p o r ti n g grain 
th -re will not be any danger of a short­ 
age. 
“By this time it is generally under­ 
stood that the shortage last year was 
du • to lack of trackage and facilities. 
The growth of the west was greater 
than we could keep pace with. 
We are 
now preparing for this, however, by 
double-tracking our lines as much as 
possible, and especially in the vital 
points. 
It we had double trackage all 
the way we could moro than quadruple 
our business. 
“At present work is being rushod on 
double tracking the system, between 
Cassieton and Staples, about bk) miles. 
There is now a double track from St 
Cloud to this junction, so by autumu 
we will have double-tracked the most 
vital part of the line. 
Double-track 
work is also in progress at various places 
around Valley City, and several other 
points will be improved. 
The number 
of spurs will be doubled in the state, 
thus making greater facilities because 
more trains can pass each other on |t h e 
line. 
“We have added a graal number of 
new oars to our equipment as well as a 
large number of locomotives, so in this 
line, the Northern Pacific will be ablate 
handle a great deal more business than 
they could have done last year."
